Armament does not always give security. 
But to be disarmed is to invite conquest, in a 
world where several powerful countries are 
looking for the opportunity. Hate war and 
taxes as we may and do, these are facts which 
must be faced and dealt with as realities. 

A TWO-YEAR TERM? 

When the civic elections come around, Ed- 
monton voters will be asked to say whether 
they prefer that their mayor should be elected 
for a two year term hereafter.. The legislature 
has consented to the change in the city charter, 
provided the voters approve. 

While mayoral elections have been held 
every year, it has become the well-established 
rule that a mayor should be re-elected for a 
second year. There is no great difference be- 
tween that accepted rule and the adoption of 
the ‘wo-year term as proposed. 

Except that under the present arrangement 
the electors can, if they choose, retire a mayor 
at the end of one year. They seldom in point 
of fact do this, and never tnless the adminis- 
tration during a mayor's first year has been 
decisively unsatisfactory. But there are other 
ways by which a corrupt or incompetent meyor 
can be got rid of, without holding to the yearly 
election rule. That argument against the two- 
year term is not conclusive, nor as shown by 
experience, very important. 

There is one practical reason why the two- 
year term would be preferable. In that case 
public attention would focus more than it does 
now upon the election of aldermen, which is 
highly desirable. Under the present plan the 
race for the mayoralty engages public interest 
altogether unduly. As a result aldermanic can- 
didates do not get the opportunity they need to 
present their platforms, nor the amount of 
attention these deserve. 

After all, it is the aldermen, not the mayor, 
who govern the city or misgovern it. Perhaps 
if the selection of aldermen were the outstand- 
ing issue in a civic election there would be less 
fault to find with the conduct of the city’s affairs 
between elections.

Neuralgia consists of sharp, burning, cut- 
ting stabs of pain along the course of a nerve. 
Frequently, the pain comes in spasms or 
paroxysms, rather than steadily, and may effect 
only one ‘side., This distressing disease is more 
common among women than among men and 
tootaeteeeree usually appears between the 
ages of thirty-five to fifty- 
five. Often, the attacks come 
on at such regular intervals 
that the patient is able to 
guess the time the next attack 
will appear. 

Neuralgia is a symptom 
rather than a true disease and 
the pain is due to an irrita- 

Dr. F. McCoy tion of the affected nerves 
and is most apt to occur in those patients having 
a’ tendency toward nervousness or toward the 
rheumatic diathesis. ‘ 

Several different forms of neuralgia nave 
been classified, depending upon which nerves 
are affected, Tri-facial neuralgia arises in the 
nerve which distributes sensation to the face, 
or the fifth cranial nerve. This nerve has three 
divisions and the pain depends upon just which 
divison is irritated. The pain may center around 
the eyebrow, forehead and side of the head, or 
it may radiate from the upper jaw and cheek, 
or it may center in the lower jaw, and the pa- 
tient will then complain of pain near the chin 
or just in front of the ear. 

Other forms of neuralgia may cause an ache 
between the shoulders, or a pain on the left 
side of the chest along the nerve between the 
ribs, This latter type is called intercostal neu- 
ralgia and is frequently mistaken by the pa- 
tient for heart pain. Sciatica is another form of 
neuralgia, affecting the sciatic nerve, which 
leads down the leg. Certain cases of neuralgia 
of the feet are due to flat feet, while one with 
a painful heel may be suffering from neuralgia 
in that region. 

Judging from my experience, I believe that 
the toxins responsible for neuralgia originate 
in some irritation in the alimentary canal. 
There is. always a definite source of irritation 
in either the stomach or intestines. When this 
is relieved, the neuralgia ceases. 

The best temporary measure to soothe the 
pain is the application of heat in some form, 
such as towels wrung out in hot water, the hot 
water bottle, the electric pad, etc. Treatments 
which may be taken at a doctor's office and 
which have been found helpful to a marked 
degree are those given by diathermy or the 
deep therapy lamp. 

However, for more permanent results in 
soothing neuralgia, I find that the greatest suc- 
cess follows this treatment: the first thing to 
do is to cleanse the intestine through using two 
enemas daily for about five to seven days. Dur- 
ing this time, all food should be withheld and 
the patient should take a complete water fast. 
At the end of the five day fast on water, the 
patient should use the raw milk diet, taking 
Holstein milk. One eight-ounce glass of the 
milk is used every hour, starting et seven in 
the morning and finishing at six at night, which 
means that three quarts are taken during the 
day. 

After about ten days the three-quart 
schedule you can increase the amount of milk 
taken each day by using an eight-ounce gluss 
every half hour during the morning hours and 
then changing to the hourly schedule during the 
afternoon. In this way, four to. five quarts of 
milk may be used, and if you are assimilating 
this quantity, you may finally be able to take 
eight ounces every half hour during the entire 
day, which means that you use six quarts of 
milk daily, Continue the milk diet for at ‘cast 
one month and use one enema each day during 
that time. 

This treatment with the milk diet will be 
soothing to the whole alimentary canal and is 
usually effective in quieting down the irrita- 
tion responsible for the pain of neuralgia. A 
return to your regular diet must be gradual 
and you must be sure to learn how to use the 
right food combinations.

ING WILLIAMS kept the Beau Bosquet 
out on the south shore of Long Island 
for the same reason the New York Yan- 
kees keep the Newark Baseball club, It 
was his farm. 

The Beau Bosquet was a large and 
luxurious yacht club, night club, and 
roaGhouse combined. It catered to the 
wealthy summer residents of the Hamp- 
tons, Montauk, all the towns surround- 
4 ing Peconic and Gardiner's Bay, and all 
youth and age possessing long cars and long purses. 

It had ruined two former proprietors. King Williams 
made more money out of it in each season of three 
short months than he made during the winter out of 
any except his most successful revues. 

Every act, every star turn, every solo number which 
fppeared in his annual winter show, “King Williams’ 
Court,” ran for one week the previous summer at the 
Beau Bosquet—and at no cost to the enterpreneur-pro- 
prieter. Of course, there were some singers, dancers, 
matie stars who refused to try themselves on the 
iog in this fashion, even when full engagemen's at 
igh salaries in an assured success were the lures 
iangled. For these there remained the movies, the 
egitimate, and other, lesser revues,
